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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "second conveyor perpendicular 
to the first conveyor" must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new 
matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1. 121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 1 1 recites the limitation "when the paths of the first and second transmission 
elements overlap". There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. Use of 
the term "when" renders the claim unclear. It is not previously discussed or recited that 
overlapping even occurs. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
1 . The following isa quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
• subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
Slates before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 
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The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

2. Claims 1,2,3,4,5,6,9, 10, 11, 16, 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Kranz USP 5421700. Kranz discloses a similar device comprising a(n): 

> Input feeder (41) that includes a starwheel (42) that includes two substantially identical 
parallel plates (there are at least two blades identical blades on the starwheel) 

> Stabilizing device (63; fig. 7) 

> Accumulator assembly (fig. 5-7) 

> Actuator (50) positioned in proximity to the starwheel 

> Holding ram (55) that is connected to a drive (fig. 5-7) 

> Sensor (C6/L47-49) located adjacent the starwheel 

> First conveyor (fig. 5-7) 

3. Claims 1, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, 12, 13, 14, 15, 18-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Winkler USP 3019886. Winkler discloses a similar device comprising a(n): 

> Input feeder (5) 

> Stabilizing device (33) that includes a first conveyor (24) 

> Accumulator assembly (fig. 1) including a conveyor (93) 
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> Holding ram (fig. 1 adjacent reference character 93) that is connected to a drive (93-95) 

> Sensor (C6/L47-49) located adjacent the starwheel 

> First conveyor (6) having a plurality of holding flights (29) 

> First and second transmission elements (fig. 5) 

> Second conveyor (58) perpendicular to the first conveyor (6) 

> At least one receiving platform (26) 

> Collating pusher (29) 



Conclusion
